The house having passed it, 
his remarks were driven home to the 
mem tiers of the senate. 
He declared 
that it iR a piece of humanitarian leg­ 
islation, and that the need of it was 
just as great in Indiana as in any 
other states which have taken legis­ 
lative steps of this kind. 
He put the 
stamp of his personal approval upon 
the Keegan bill. 
Gompers also mentioned other spe­ 
cific labor measures and spoke gener­ 
ally of progressive law making. 
He 
ex pressed himself as being in favor of 
the people having an opportunity to 
change their constitution if they so 
desired. 
He did not speak specifically 
concerning the new constitutional plan 
of Governor Marshall, and said he 
knew nothing whatever of the political 
significance of the revision movement, 
but he indicated he is generally in fa­ 
vor 
of 
progressive 
constitutional 
changes. 
‘‘Constitutions were not built for all 
time,” said Gompers. 
“There must be 
changes in them with the growth of 
commerce and industry, the ex pansion 
of cities, the broadening needs of the 
judiciary! 
“The people of Indiana stem to 
have been manacled in the past by the 
impossibility of obtaining a majority 
vote on any constitutional changes 
A 
constitution either must fit the wishes 
of the people or if will be violated, and 
hence when it is outgrown it should 
be modified to meet the demands of 
the generations which are living.”

Washington, Feb. 21.—In the near 
future Japan and the United States 
will go to war. The conflict will begin 
in less than ten months.

Sullivan, Ind.. Feb. 21.—As a result 
of a drunken brawl George Hutchin- 
sono. aged twenty-three, unmarried, is 
dead at his home at Jackson Hill No.

With less than two weeks left to 
complete the various tasks of the s e s ­ 
sion. the leaders have set themselves ( 
up in solid array with the battle axes 
drawn and well sharpened. Only after ( 
the most careful scrutiny and compari­ 
son with the legislative needs of the 
state, and with the Democratic plat­ 
form. will any hill be permitted to 
pass down the line. 
In other words, j 
the wielders of the battle axes ar** t 
“from Missouri,” and w ill “have to he , 
shown” the need of the enactment of 
any bill, outside the platform list, be­ 
fore it is permitted to reach the gov­ 
ernor’s desk. 


Will Rush House Bills. 


Senate biffs that have reached the 
house are to be permitted to gather 
dust on the d» sk of the speaker while 
house business is disposed of, accord­ 
ing to an agreement reached between 
Speaker W neman and some of the 
members of the house. 
"While there 
was a disposition on the part of some 
of the house members to hold back 
senate measures in retaliation for the 
senate’s not showing any disposition 
to consider house bills. Speaker Vene- 
man would not consent to such pro­ 
cedure. but did agree to push house 
hills in advance of the others in or­ 
der to make time. 
A number of the 
house members whose bills have been 
passed on that side have grown im­ 
patient of the senate delay and for 
several days have been attempting to 
coerce the senate into action on their 
measures. 
While a number of the 
leaders would not declare openly that 
both the house and the senate have 
been marking time merely for the pur­ 
pose of having time pass, a number of 
them acknowledged that that is what 
the actions of the session thus far have 
amounted to. 
“The biggest thing before this gen­ 
eral a sse m b ly /’ said one of the house 
leaders, “is to prevent the passage of 
bad hills. 
There is no clamor on the 
part of the people for extensive added 
legislation. In the more than one thou­ 
sand trills introduced in both the house 
and senate, there are not twenty-five 
beyond a few legalizing acts, which 
there is any necessity of making into 
laws.”
